The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose; in a method of installing a machine unit comprising a rolling 
stand mounted on a prefabricated foundation into a production line and testing the 
machine unit; wherein the machine unit is assembled as a complete modular unit and all 
rolling stand drive elements, control elements, piping and cables and other equipment 
necessary for rolling operation are preassembled and subjected to a preliminary test run 
prior to being inserted into a rolling line. The invention provides for testing a fully 
functional rolling stand on site in order to promote early detection of problems before 
insertion into a line.
